th e motiv es th at in spired Italy ’s 
con qu est of Africa’s last in de­ 
pen den t sov ereign ty . It is an 
amazin g docu men t bu t n ot in 
• an y sen se disillu sion in g. 
At th e time of Italy ’s in v asion 
of Eth iopia th ere was n o th ou gh t 
in th e pu blic min d th at th e ex ­ 
pedition was u n dertaken for th e 
pu rpose of carry in g th e torch of 
civ ilization in to an u n en ligh t­ 
en ed lan d. Th e objectiv e was rec­ 
ogn ized as bein g larcen y on a 
gran d scale, th e down righ t th eft 
of a cou n try wh ich possessed de­ 
sirable n atu ral resou rces an d 
wh ich was v irtu ally defen seless 
again st attack. Th e in v asion an d 
an n ex ation of Eth iopia was on e 
of th e most sh ockin g acts of in ­ 
tern ation al bridgan dage in th e 
h istory of ou r own times. Th e 
story , as told by on e of th e prin ­ 
cipals in th e con spiracy , emph a­ 
sizes th e essen tial ch aracter of 
th e ex pedition as th at of a 
crime. 
Followin g a trip in 1932 to Er­ 
itrea, Italy ’s colon y adjoin in g 
Eth iopia, Gen eral de Bon o form­ 
u lated th is in terestin g opin ion : 
“Th e possibilities of ou r colon ial 
fu tu re mu st be sou gh t in East 
Africa, situ ated on on e of th e 
most importan t h igh way s of in ­ 
tern ation al trade, with a h in ter­ 
lan d wh ich cou ld be profitably 
ex ploited.”

W ashington, Au g. 23 (Æ*)—The 
Bu reau of Pu b lic Roads, com plet­ 
ing a $75,000 national su rvey of 
traffic conditions, filed a report 
with congress today u rging “ap­ 
propriate steps” b e taken to .ob ­ 
tain u niform ity in state and lo­ 
cal highway and m otor laws. 
The report noted wide varia­ 
tions in speed and other road 
ru les, inspection, license su spen­ 
sions and requ irem ents of driv­ 
ers’ financial responsib ility. 
Strict and u niform exam ina­ 
tions of drivers and b etter laws 
for reporting accidents are need­ 
ed, the b u reau said. 
The 
stu dy 
was 
u ndertaken 
more than a year ago u nder in ­ 
stru ctions from congress. It was 
lim ited to accidents and respon­ 
sib ility of the driver. 
Pointing to 37,800 deaths on 
streets and roads in 19 36, the 
b u reau said “traffic accidents 
and fatalities have reached pro­ 
portions tha t place them in the 
front fu nk of critical national 
prob lems.” 
“The individu al driver and pe­ 
destrian are elem ents most di­ 
rectly responsib le for 
present 
conditions,” it added. 
The age grou p 16-25 years pro­ 
vides a disproportionate share of 
fatal and personal inju ry acci­ 
dents, the report said. 
The b u reau su ggested also tha t 
u niform m inim u m standards b e 
developed for methods of ob ­ 
taining facts of accidents and 
atten d an t circu mstances, carefu l 
stu dy of inspectional 
services j 
and the desirab ility of expand- 
j 
ing highway patrols.

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PEACE — IT ’S WONDERFUL 
We have now on our hands a num ber of m ili­ 
taristic conflag rations but none is official. As a 
m atter of fact there is no war in the world today. 
Spain is only having a little civil strife and such 
countries as Germ any, Italy and Russia are only 
interested spectators. Russian airplanes, Italian 
troops? Well, one m ust experim ent somewhere; 
and w hat could be a better place th an in Spain, 
where the country is so interesting ? 
In the East? Nothing but peace. Absolutely, 
there is not a war between China and Japan. 
You won’t find it on the record anywhere th a t 
C hina has declared war on Japan, or th a t Jap an 
has officially opened hostilities upon China. The 
lives lost, the evacuation of civilians, the Amer­ 
icans killed? 
Only accidents of 
the purest 
chance. But it is not war, and the fact th a t Ti­ 
entsin and Shang hai are in flames is only the 
purest kind of a coincidence. 
And now out of an unexpected nook in ttie 
world we learn th a t Portug al, alig ned w ith Nazi 
G erm any, has severed relations w ith Czechoslo­ 
vakia in a diplom atic move “th a t was expected 
to have startling repercussions all over Europe.” 
W hat furth er startling repercussions can there be 
except for a World W ar? The whole continent 
is in a feverish drive towards complete arm a­ 
m ent th a t is eclipsing anything th a t the last 
war produced. In the sky, on tne sea, on land 
there is a wholesale m assing of airships, of battle 
fleets, of thousands of troops. Border lines are 
g uarded jealously, newspaper correspondents are 
being expelled, diplom ats are being recalled. 
But does this m ean anything ? Certainly not. 
Peace prevails in Europe just as it prevails in the 
East. Everyone is busy attending peace confer­ 
ences in Switzerland and there is a m utual ex­ 
chang e in foreig n relations. How can there be a 
war after the pledg ing of faith a t the Olympic 
Games in Berlin? Why, it’s impossible to have 
such a thoug ht. There can’t be a war, for the 
world is already a t war. 


CRAFTY INTERNATIONALISM 
It is interesting to w atch the im perialistic na ­ 
tions in action, to see how they avert the inter­ 
national conseq uences of their brig andag e. 
Japan, for example, is a sig natory of the Kel- 
log g -Briand peace pact renouncing war as an in­ 
strum ent of national policy. How does Tokio 
sq uare its land-g rabbing enterprise in China with 
the plain stipulations of the treaty? Why, by the 
simple expedient of not declaring war. Since 
there is no form al state of hostilities, the Nip­ 
ponese cannot be accused of violating the cov­ 
enant. 
The same techniq ue was employed by II Duce 
in the conq uest of Ethiopia. T hat, too, was con­ 
ducted as a mere sig ht-seeing expedition devoid 
of the norm al procedure of org anized w arfare. 
Nations like the United States and G reat B rit­ 
ain naturally find it hard to deal with situations 
involving so crafty a brand of internationalism . 
Even neutrality cannot be definitely expressed 
when, technically speaking , there has been no 
actual declaration of war by a bellig erent power. 
The whole thing comes down, of course, to a 
plane of absolute dishonesty, providing one more 
flag rant illustration of the crying need for m oral 
integ rity in international affairs.

The Wisconsin Taxpayers Al­ 
liance, an org anization devoted 
to the study of costs and services 
of g overnm ent, report > th a t tax­ 
es in the state are now approxi­

for local, county, state and na ­ 
tional g overnm ents is indirect. 
W hat is true in Wisconsin is 
true in alm ost every other state. 
We are being heavily taxed to­ 
day, but unfortunately a m ajor­ 
ity of our citizens are unaware 
of the size of the tax bill they 
are forced to meet. 
It has long been recog nized 
th a t the renter pays taxes indi­ 
rectly whem he rem its to the 
landlord; th a t the m otorist pays 
a substantial levy when he drives 
up to the g as pump, but other 
indirect taxes, so skillfully Con­ 
cealed th a t they can be located 
only with extreme difficulty, are 
not so universally recog nized. 
Few workers ever stop to con­ 
sider th a t an excessive tax bur­ 
den levied ag ainst the employer 
may leave just th a t m uch less 
for paym ent of labor costs. Few 
appreciate th a t, excessive taxes 
ag ainst utilities, or industries, or 
service org anizations m ust either 
be passed along in fees and pric­ 
es charg ed or deducted from the 
prices paid for m aterials.
